Neither can they successfully deny 
that they formed part of the coun- 
cil maiority that controlled civic af- 
fairs during that part of the year 
when the “bedeviliing” was done. It 
would be equally useless for them to 
deny Lmat chey were among those 
members of tne councis wao voted to 
spend the city’s money to ry ona 
platform campaign on behlif of a 
new city charter. 

The latter part ef the extract com- 
plu.ned of does not and not 
intended to make any statement 
regarding any membei ot the 
council, either in a private or public 
capacity. For the purpose of em- 


the argument that good go- 
depends on men ratner 
than on forms, reference is made to 
the dominant majority in the Goun- 
cil and the condition of affairs under 
their administration. The members 
constituting that majority are men- 
tioned for the sole purpose of fixing 
in the public mind the fac: that there 
was a dotinite majority—as it could 
not definitely fixed in any othe: 
way-—and not with any intent of re- 
flecting upon their personal charac- 
ters. actions, or motives, or the per- 
sonal characters, actions or motives 
of any one of them. In no way can 
the extract be fairly construed as 
such a reflection exeept in so far as 
the personal character of public 
servant may be affected by his pub- 
lic actions, or the result of actions or 
fuilures to act, fgr which he as a 
public servant is responsible. 

If it is not the duty us well as the 
privilege of the press to criticize the 
results of the adminstration of pub- 
lic affairs by the elected representa- 
tives of the people, and to fix re- 
sponsibility for acts of administra- 
tion and their results upon the men 
from time to time eleeted or seeking 
election, we have passed from a con- 
of democratic government to 
irresponsible tyranny, which
